TOOK LIFE. 


Suicide of Banker: Collins of 
San Diego, 


The President of the Wreeked Bank 
Could Not Face the Music, 


The Rash Act Precipitated by she 
Prospect of Prison. 


His Fears of Violence at the Hands of His 
_ Victims—Startling Revelations of 
the Bank-wrecker’s 
Methods, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Dizeo, March 8.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] J. W. Collins, president 
of the broken California National Bank, 
the funds of which he was charged with 
having embezzled to the amount of 
$200,000, shot and killed himself in 
his room today. 

The tidings startled the community. 
Crowds gathered on the street and hur- 
ried tothe Hotel Brewster, where Col- 
lins had been residing for the past 
eighteen months. It soon became 
known that Collins, Gen. E. H. Murray 
and Atty.-Gen. Hart had been at lunch to- 
gether at the Brewster. Collins looked 
very pale, but chatted pleasantly. He 
was asked how he was feeling and re- 
plied. Oh, about as well as could be 
expected.“ Ina few minutes Oollins 
left the table and went direct to his 
room. A few minutes later the report 
of a pistol was heard, and when the 
door of the room was opened Collins 
was found lying on the floor of his bath- 
room, with blood streaming over him 
anda pistol in his hand. He expired 
almost immediately. He did not live 
long enough to speak to any one. 

The deed was not wholly unexpected. 
He has evidently been laboring under 
a great nervous strain and mental de- 
pression for some time. About two 
years ago his entire family was drowned 
in the bay, and now that he was finan- 
cially ruined, and with a charge of em- 
bezzlement hanging over him, it is 
thought he was where he considered he 
had nothing to live for. : 

The California National Bank, which 
closed its doors November 12 last, was 
considered one of the strongest institu- 
tions, financially, in Southern Sat, 
fornia. It had a paid-up eapit 


$500,000 and a surplus of "$100, ovo. 


The officers of the bank claimed that the 

suspension was due to the shrinkage in 
deposits and to temporary inability to 
release its notes and accounts. Na- 
tional Bank Examiner Chamberlain took 
charge of the bank and Mr. Pauly of 
Los Angeles was appointed receiver by 
the Treasury Department. Asa result 
of the latter’s investigations a warrant 
was sworn out for Collins’ arrest on a 
charge of appropriating $200,000 of 
the bank’s funds and it was also shown 
that deposits were being received up to 
the time of closing the doors. 

Collins was to have been taken to Los 
Angeles today for trial. 

Collins was interested in a number of 
enterprises for the development of the 
southern part of the State and was 
always considered a wealthy man. He 
came to San Diego from Cheyenne, 
where he was president of the bank that 
was at one time = . embar- 
rased. 

THE LAST CRUSHING BLOW. 

_ Ever since his arrest Mr. Collins has 
been in the custody of the Deputy 
United States Marshal. His bond had 
been placed at $50,000, a high figure, 
but one which it was believed he could 
secure. He preferred, however, to 
avoid giving bonds until the preliminary 
examination should be held before Com- 
missioner Ward, but shortly after noon 
today he was informed that unless bonds, 
were given the Marshal would be com- 
pelled to take him to Los Angeleson the 
2:40 train this afternoon. This an- 
nouncement appeared to be a. crushing 
to Collins. He sought his at- 
torney, T. K. Wilson of Los Angeles, 
who is here, and a number of hurried 
consultations were held. J. E. O’Brien, 
manager of the Brewster Hotel, was in- 
formed of the new turn of affairs, and 
at once telephoned his brothers, George 
and Harry O’Brien, to come down-town 
and finish up the work tney had already 
begun of securing bonds, Judge Wilson, 
Mr. Collins and the Deputy Marshal 
then retired to the apartments long 
used by Mr. Collins in the Brewster 
Hotel. The conversation was, of 
course, in regard to the troubles in 
hand, but Mr. Collins gave no indication 
of extraordinary depression. He was 
quiet, as he always has been, 
and showed that he was somewhat wor- 
ried over the prospect of being taken to 
Los Angeles as a prisoner; but his man- 
ner indicated no desperation whatever. 
Afterachat of a few minutes Judge 
Wilson had occasion to leave the room 
a moment and left Collins and Deputy 
Marshal J. F, Reahlingtogether. There 
had been a perfect understanding be- 
tween Collins and the deputy, the lat- 
ter using no harsh means to make his 
presence Offensive. Therefore, after 
Judge Wilson departed, the deputy took 
no special note of the fact that Mr. Col- 
lins arose and passed from the large 
room of the suite occupied by him to the 
bathroom, Mr. Collins was still absent 
when Judge Wilson returned. : 

„Where is Mr. Collins?” asked Judge 
Wilson, noticing his absence. 

‘In the bathroom,“ answered the 
deputy. At that moment a 

PISTOL SHOT WAS HEARD. 

Both men at once hasténed tothe 

bathroom. They found Mr. Collins lying 


as no fall was heard it was supposed 
that Mr. Collins had either sat down or 
laid down previous to the shooting. At 
his side lay a pistol, one barrel of

dently placed the pistol into or near 
his mouth and fired, asthe ball had 
crashed through the roof of his mouth 
and into his brain. He was still quiver- 
ing when found, but was insensible. 

Judge Wilson at once, but quietly. 
caused a physician to be called, but 
Collins was beyond human aid. 

When Collins was arrested he was 
searched for firearms, and none were 
found. It was not known that he had 
any in his possession. 

HIS CHEYENNE CAREER. 

Collins is reported to have been 
called many years ago to Cheyenne, by 
M. E Post, from his Pennsylvania 
home, to enter Post’s bank. The latter 
was elected to Congress in 1880, and 
in his absence Collins is said to have 
run the bankin his own interest, and, 
on Post’s return, demanded a partner- 
ship. On being refused he founded an- 
other bank. He subsequently circu- 
lated reports reflecting on Post’s bank, 
thereby causing a run which broke it. 
It is now ascertained that both Collins 
and Dare came to San Diego with com- 
paratively little money. 

Receiver Pauly has received orders 
to push collections for the Caliiornia 
Bank. It is expected that a receiver 
will be appointed in a day or two for 
the Savings Bank and Atty.-Gen. Hart 
said today that the Savings Bank had 
but $625 in cash, but its books showed 
$227,000. 

HIS LAST RESORT. 
The Tragedy Not Unexpected—Collins 
Feared Violence. 

San Disco, March 8.—|Special.] 
The suicide of J. W. Collins, president 
of the California National Bank, at his 
rooms in the Brewster Hotel this 
afternoon was a tragic end of 
his career that by many had 
been regarded as possible, and 
was therefore not entirely unex- 
pected. The suicide of the cashier 
of the Cheyenne (Wyo.) bank, of which 
Collins was president, and whose 
failure was precipitated by the 
failure here, naturally suggested 
that Collins might adopt the same 
course as a way out of business 
troubles, though there were few, fa- 
miliar with the facts, who expected 
that Collins would take his own life 
from the motive of unwillingness to 
live with astain upon his honor, as 
was said to be the case with his Chey- 
enne cashier: In facts Hon after the 
Cheyenne suicide, Co}™ made such 
light of that event as tö lead those in 
hearing to doubt whether he possessed 
such moral sensibilities as ‘vould sug- 
gest to him the dire alternative of self- 
murder as a means of escape from life 
with dishonor. 

HOW THE FACTS WERE SUPPRESSED. 

From the very first the bank failure 
was known to be a bad one, but for 
some reason the newspape’s adopted 
the mistaken policy of suppressing the 
facts and deluding the people with the 
hope that the bank would resume. So 
much sympatny and consideration was 
shown for Collins that he seemed to 
come to regard himself asa victim of 
untoward circumstances instead of his 
over-insufficiency and dishonesty, and 
to entertain the expectation that if the 
bank resumed he would have at least 
a responsible placein its management 
and operation. Indeed, after the fail- 
ure of the bank he allowed his name to 
go before the stockholders’ meeting as 
a condidate for a place in the directory. 
But when he was arrested and found 
himself unable to give the bond re- 
quired for his release from custody it 
dawned upon him that his mismanage- 
ment of the broken bank was a more 
serious affair than he had supposed. 

HE FEARED PERSONAL VIOLENCE. 

It has been know here to some that 
there are a few who feel their loss by 
the bank’s failure so deeply and hold 
Collins so responsible individually for 
that loss that they were resolved to 
take their satisfaction at the first sight 
of him, and it is believed that when he 
was notified that he was to be taken to 
Los Angelesthe dread of what might 
happen to him if he left the shelter of 
the hotel, even inthe custody of officers, 
along with the utterly hopeless outlook 
for escape from the penitentiary, 
prompted him to end the whole matter 
by taking his own life. His suicide will 
be taken as a confession of guilt. 

CROOKED METHODS DISCLOSED. 

It is doubtful if $200,000 will cover 
the amount lost through his reckless 
and dishonest business methods. One 
of his methods was to take an interest 
in an enterprise as an individual and 
lend it money from the bank. If it suc- 
ceeded the investment, was his own, if 
it failed the loss was the bank's. It gen- 
erally failed, and a straw note took the 
place of the cash advanced. In this

FOUL DEED 


Sensational Murder Case at 
Chicago. 


13 Son of Rev. Dr. Scudder Arrested 
for the Crime. 


His Victim the Aged Stepmother of 
His Young Wife. 


A Strong Chain of Evidence Against the 
Alleged Murderer—A Plea of Insan- 
ity Promptly Interposed in 

His Behalf, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, March 3.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] It is an ugly thing to say 
of a man who occupies a prominent pro- 
fessional and social position that he 
murdered his mother-in-law for her 
money, and yet this is what F. H. Dun- 
ton, an aged and wealthy gentleman, 
who lives at 22 Aldine Square, accuses 
Dr. Henry M. Scudder of having done. 
Scudder married an adopted daughter 
of Dunton, whose invalid wife had a 
large fortune in her own right, which, 
up to a few days before her death, she 
had proposed to leave tosome blood rel- 
atives, but which, at last, as she lay in 
bed, but half conscious of what she was 
doing, as her husband alleges, she was 
induced to sign over to Scudder’s wife. 

On February 21 another physician 
was hastily summoned and found Mrs. 
Dunton unconscious and dying, with 
several severe scalp wounds, caused, ac- 
cording to Scudder’s tale, by falling 
against furniture in the room. As 
Scudder was the last man said to have 
spoken with her, and as he could not 
account satisfactorily for the wounds, 
suspicion fell on him and Mr. Dunton 
swore out a warrant for his arrest yes- 
terday. Scu ider is said to be ill and is 
guarded in his own house by officers. 

This afternoon Scadder's father and 
mother appeared before County Judge 
Scales andapplied to have their son 
committed tothe detention hospital for 
examination as to his sanity. 

Mr. Duuton is proprietor of a publica- 
tion known as The Spirit of the Turf. 
Speaking of the case this afternoon, he 
said: “Scudder was alone with my wife 
previous to her death. The wounds on 
her head were not there before he came 
nor was his explanation of them satis- 
facto More than that, she had lately 
127 her will in favor of his wife. 

Putting these things together, lam con- 
vinced that the man murdered my wite 
to gain her money.“ 

The body of Mrs, Dunton, which was 
buried at Janesville, Wis., will be ex- 
humed for examination. 

. Scudder is a son of the eminent 
clergyman, Rev. Dr. Scudder. He was 
born in Arcott, India, forty years ago. 
At an early age he came to San Fran- 
cisco, where the latter became pastor 
ofthe Howard Presbyterian Church. 
At the age of 17 he entered Yale and 


went through that college. He then 
spent several yeags 
in Philadelphia. New York, London and 


Paris. In 1876 he was appointed med- 
ical officer of the American Arcot 
Mission inIndia. He spent about ten 
years in that country, achieving an en- 
viable reputation as a practitioner and 


was for some time medical officer for 


rounding district. For his services 
during the famine of 1878 and 1879 
and later during the epidemic'of Asiatic 
cholera he was highly complimented in 
official orders. 

Eight years ago he returned to Chicago 
on a visit and offers induced him to re- 
main. Since then he has become well 
known. He devoted much time to home 
missionary work, especially to the relief 
of sickness and suffering among the 
poor. He has been at the head of the 
free dispensary of the Armour mission, 
chief examining officer for prominent 
life insurance companies, and has held 
positions on the staffs of the largest 
hospitals. The case has created a great 
sensation. 

It is said that Mrs. Dunton opposed 
Scudder's marriage to her adopted 
daughter, and never became reconciled 
to it. Hannah Johnson, a domestic, 
asserts that when she heard Mrs. Dun- 
ton scream she rushed in and saw Scud- 
der beating the prostrate woman over 
the head. Neighboring physicians were 
quickly called and expressed surprise 
at the nature of the cuts. Scud- 
dersaid she had fallen in a fit and 
cut her head on the furniture. 
This seemed singular to the other doc- 
tors, since the room had very little fur- 
niture and it seemed impossible that 
anyone could receive suchinjuries. Dr. 
Scudder said he had given Mrs. Dunton 


morphine, and that she struggled so 
that it bent the needle of the hypoder- 
mic syringe. He appeared greatly ex- 
cited and as Dr. Leavitt was about to 
leave inquired if it would not be well to 
give Mrs. Dunton another injection, 
and produced another syringe. Leavitt 
said an injection of brandy or whisky 
would be beneficial, and Scudder made 
preparations to administer it. 

Said Leavitt tonight: ‘‘I don’t know 
what drug he administered. I only 
know that Mrs. Dunton died that after- 
noon.” Disagreeable stories are rife 
about a serious illness Mr. Dunton had 
last month, after taking medicine of 
Scudder. Little stock is generally 
taken in the statement that the alleged 
murderer is insane. 

Tonight Scudder was placed in the 
detention hospital for the insane. 


Mrs. Gillig Missing. 

MINNDAPOLIS (Minn.,) March 8.—A

S. D., says that Mrs. Amy Gillig, wife 
of Charles A. Gillig, president of Gil- 
lig’s United States Exchange in London, 
is missing, and her attorneys can get no 
trace of her. She obtained a divorce 
from her husband in November and then 
went back to New York to be gone four 
‘weeks, since when nothing has been 
heard of her. Foul play is feared.

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A NEWSPAPER WAR. 


|The Two Suns That Shine in 


San Diego. 


United States Marshal Gard Edits One 
of the Papers, 


And Warren Wilson Holds the Fort 
with the Other. 


Both Sides Explain the Situation—A Pecu- 
liarly Funny Situation in Journal- 
istic Circles—Sassing Each 
Other. 


There are two Suns in San Diego. 
This looks like a superabundance of so- 
lar light for a section of Southern Cali- 
fornia that is usually well supplied with 
sunshine, and in this’respect the city of 
Bay'nclimate is now occupying a posi- 
tion which is unique. It all arose from 
the complications in the affairs of the 
Daily Sun newspaper, which, after a 
series of gyrations highly amusing to 
disinterested spectators, culmmated in 
a comical climax. Wednesday two dif- 
ferent papers, each claiming to be the 
Daily Sun, were issued from separate 
offices, and under widely different man- 
agement. | 

As has been explained in these col- 
umns, the Sun was attached by Receiver 
Pauly, of the California National Bank, 
on a promissory note for 88144, signed 
by Dr. Gochenauer. Walter G. Smith 
was appointed keeper, or temporary re- 
ceiver, and the paper continued publi- 
cation for two days. Tuesday morning 
there was some conflict of authority be- 
tween Mr, Smith and Warren Wilson, 
the genéralmanager. Mr. Smith there- 
upon produced his authority as receiver 
ofthe Sun Company and Mr. Wilson 
withdrew. However, he secured the 
assignment to him of a controlling 


-interest in the stock of the company, 


and, acting inthe capacity of general 
manager, discharged the entire force, 
printers, carriers, reporters, book- 
keepers, etc. He immediately reém- 
ployed them and led the way to a job 
gs office on D street, between 

rst and Front streets and proceeded 
to the work of reorganizing the force 
preparatory to publishing another Sun. 
Tuesday morning, when Mr. Smith 
came down to the office, he found him- 
self and Mr. Simpson, the advertising 
manager, the sole occupants. He was 
undaunted, however, andat once organ- 
ized a force and began the work of get- 
ting out the paper at the old stand. 
This was unexpected on the part of Mr. 
Wilson, but at 11 o’clock he secured an 
injunction from Judge Puterbaugh re- 
straining Mr. Smith from publishing 
the Sun. Notcaring to go on against 
an order of the court, Mr. Smith at 
once resigned his position. Marshal 
Gard thereupon appointed J. R. Wade 
as receiver and the latter went ahead 
with the work and the paper came out 
on time. 4

other property of whatever name and 
nature belonging to the San Diego Sun 
Company orits plant or appertaining 
thereto, contained in the Sun building 
in the city and county of San Diego, 
California.“ 

Then J. R. Wade, the new keeper, or 
receiver or whatever he may be called, 
follows with a double-leaded editorial 
salutatory, in which he relates the story 
ef the Sun troubles and outlines his 
future policy. He says he can safely 
say that the old Sun will not be dimmed, 
and that, whatever turns the property 
may make in the journalistic whirligig 


now going on, the paper will appear 


regularly and will serve the public in- 
terests with undiminished loyalty and 
zeal.’’ 

The other San Diego Sun, which, like 
the other, is the only official one, ap- 
pears in folio form, elght colums to the 
page, with extremely wide margins— 

ifferent in every detail except in the 
head, of which an electrotype dupli- 
cate has been secured in some manner. 
This paper, which appears under the ed- 
itorial and business management of 
Warren Wilson, shows the result of its 
hasty get up, but the way it claws for 
the scalps of United States Govern- 
ment agents isa caution. After going 
for an esteemed morning contemporary 
for alleged misrepresentations in regard 
to the trouble he pays his respects to 
the United States Marshal and asks: 

Why does Mr. Gard or Receiver Pauly 
wish to run and edit a paper in San Diego 
anyhow? 

Is it because Babcock and the Unio 
would like to have a creature of their ow 
to edit in their interest? 

Or is it because Receiver Pauly's news- 
paper proclivities in dictating ediiorials to 
the Sun fortwo days this week were not 
satisfied, and there are a few things he 
wants to explain“ over this attempt to 
wreck the Sun? 

Or is it because Marshal Gard could rely 
upon Keeper Smith perpetuating the hide- 
ous calumnies that have been heaped upon 
Collector Berry by the Union and others? 

Editor Wilson says that the United 
States willbe asked to remove its sec- 
ond-hand printing material from the Sun 
building as soon as possible, to enable 
the only original Sun to shine once 
more from its old quarters.

MUNROE IN JAIL. 


Locked Up Last Night on a Charge of 
Forgery. 


The Complaint Swornto Yesterday After- 
noon by Jackson on the Henry Or- 
der—Developments Looked 
for Today. 


George Munroe, the public accoun- 
tant and insurance man, who, as secre- 
tary of the State Investment Company, 
indorsed the forged orders for warrants 
and sold them to the attorney, J. W. 
Jackson, was arrested late yesterday 
afternoon on complaint of Jackson, 
charged with forgery, and in default of 
$2500 bail was, at a late hour last 
night taken tothe County Jail, where he 
was locked up. 

Yesterday morning J. L. Murphy was 
retained as counsel by, Messrs. Jackson 
and Cox, but neither, that gentleman 
nor the principals would make any 
statement or furnish any information 
about the matter. 

Inquiry at the office of Mr. Munroe 
was met by the reply that that gentle- 
man was still sick at his homeon Adams 
street and would not be at his office. 
During the morning quite a number of 
persons called at the office, but all were 
met with the same reply. 

Between 8 and 4 o'clock Mr..Jack- 
son, accompanied by his attorney, ap- 
peared before Justice Austin, when the 
following complaint was sworn to: 

Personally appeared before me this 3d 
day of March, 1802, J. W. Jackson of Pasa- 
dena, inthe county of Los Angeles, who, 
being first duly sworn, complains and says: 
That on or about the ist day of February, 
1892, at and in Los Angeles city, in the 
county of Los Angeles, State of California, 
the crime of forgery was committed by 
George Munroe, who, at the time last afore. 
said, did wilfully, unlawfully, fcloniously 
and. with intent to defraud one J. W. Jack- 
son, falsely make, forge and counterfeit a 
certain instrument in writing in the words 
8 figures following, to-wit:

Los ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 1, 1892. 

To the city of Los Angeles, Cal.: Please de- 
liver tothe State Investment Company, or 
order, my warrant upon the Treasurer of 
said city for the month of February, 1892, 
andIhereby authorize the State Invest- 
ment Company, or order, to receipt for and 
collect the sum of $80 due me as teacher, 
and for value received I hereby sell, assign 
and set over to the State Investment Com- 
pany, or order, the sum of 3880. with in- 
terest at the rate of 10 per cent. per month 
from March 2, 1892, andI guarantee pay- 
ment of the above stated amount on or be- 
fore March 2, 1892, authorizing the State 
Investment Company, or order, to collect 
any warrants drawn in my favor until the 
amount of this claim and interest are paid 
in full, and in case suit is instituted to col- 
lect this claim, or any rtion thereof, I 
promise to pay such additional sum as the 
court may adjudge reasonable, as attor- 
ney’s fees in said suit.

A warrant for the arrest of Munroe 
Was at once issued, and was served by 
Constable Clements, who found Munroe 
athis home. Theprisoner was at once 
taken -before Justice Austin and ar- 
raigned, when bail was fixed at $2500. 

Munroe was then taken into the Jus- 
tice’s private room, and sent word to 
several friends, asking them to go on 


his bond. The officer returned ina few 


minutes, saying the parties had all re- 
fused, and Munroe, in charge of an offix 
cer, was allowed to go to his home. 
Justice Austin then left the courtroom, 
stating that he would take the neces- 
sary documents to his residence, and, if 
Munroe could find bondsmen, he would 
qualify them during the evening. 

The search for bail was evidently un- 
successful, as between 10 and 11 
o’clock Munroe was taken to the jail 
and locked up for the night. 

Munroe was seen by a TiIuzs reporter 
yesterday afternoon, but he declined to 
make any statement. 

MORB CHARGES. he 

It was rumored last evening that 
other complaints would be filed against 
Munroe today, and it was stated that 
other arrests would probably follow. 
Neither Messrs. Jackson or ox would 
state anything for publication and the 
only admission that Mr. Murphy would 
make was that others are implicated 
with Munroe, and thatthere might be 
developments looked for at any time. 

As will be noticed, but one complaint 
has been filed. It is stated on reliable 
authority that Jackson has in his hands 
between forty and fifty orders, for 
which he paid $1760 in cash, which 
would represent about 62000 in paper.

Trades-Unionism in San Francisco. 

A big fight is brewing in San Fran- 
cisco on the question of trades-union- 
ism. A short time ago the firm of Cahn, 
Nickelsburg & Co., boot and shoe manu- 
facturers, put in a new stitching ma- 
chine with double needles into one of 
their departments. It was found, in a 
fair test, that an operator using the 
machine could do one-third more work 
than by the former method. As wages 
were based on piece-work the firm 
claimed the advantage of the labor- 
saving machinery, cutting down prices 
for this kind of work one-quarter. Of 
asserted that the operatives could make 
the 88 per cent. gain, then, 8 per cent. 
was given to the operative and 25 per 
cent. was claimed bythe proprietor. It 
is better wages under the new regulation 
than under the old. But this did not 
suit the Federated Trades. They 
claimed all the advantage of the new 
labor-saving machinery for the opera- 
tives. Under the dictation of the Fed- 
erated Trades the employés of Cahn, 
Nickelsburg & Co. struck, and a boycott 
was declared against that establish- 
ment. 

There are in San Francisco nine 
firms of boot and shoe manufacturers. 
They saw that their interests lay to- 
gether and that the trade tyranny 
operating against one firm was directed 
against all. They therefore combined 
in a mutual association and made com- 
mon cause, retaliating upon the Fed- 
erated Trades in kind. They all issued 
notices and posted them in their estab- 
lishments to the effect that, unless the 
Federated Trades remove the boycott 
on Cahn, Nickelsburg & Co. before next 
Monday, the Association of Boot Manu- 
facturers will discharge every person 
in their factories belonging to a union 
that affiliates with the Federated Trades. 
This is giving the strikers and boy- 
cotters a dose of their own medicine. 
It will probably precipitate a conflict. 
As organization is met by organization, 
it will be a fair game of ‘‘cut, and come 
again.“ 

San Francisco industries have long 


| suffered from the domineering interfer- 


ence of trades unions, Already one 


or two large manufacturing establish- 


ments have closed their doors and 
moved elsewhere so as to be free from 


these unreasonable exactions. We Hap- 


pen to know that a large concern of 
San Francisco is now thinking seriously 
of removing its plant to Los Angeles, 
because the firm believed that they 
would be less subjected to trade tyr- 
anny here than there. 

Mr. Cahn, one of the members of the 
boycotted firm, said to a reporter the 
other day: The manufacturers are now 
united as against the Council of Feder- 
ated Trades, not with the intention of 
forcing wages down, but simply because 
they have grown heartsore of having to 
treat with committees, the members of 
which care about as little for the mem- 
bers of their union as they do for those 
who hire labor.“ 

Mr. Rosse, secretary of the United 
Workingmen’s Codperative Boot and 
Shoe Company, said: ‘‘We want to have 
a little to say about the management of 
our own business. Fora long time em- 


ployers have had to step very carefully 


for fear of treading on a union rule. 

They have had them strewn all over the 

factories. It got to be a most serious 

matterand we had to do something. 

The Federated Trades has been ruling 

with an iron rod. Mauufacturers are 

not alone complaining. The members 

of the unions have been gradually awak- 

ening to the fact that their leaders are 

despotic. Not one employer in a million 
would dare to ride as roughshod over 
his men as the leaders in this council do 
over the members of the unions. I have 
tound that the men are weary of this 

rule and disgusted with the insincerity 

and lack of consideration evinced by 
the delegates who are presumed to 
represent their interests. I believe 
that the great majority of the men en- 
gaged in the factories will keep right 
on working when Monday comes and 
that there will be no trouble.“ 

Thus, it seems, there is a point beyond 
which the forbearance of employers of 
laborcannot go. Whenthe dictation of 
trades-unionism becomes so onerous 
that it deprives owners of the power to 
control their own affairs and compels 
them to submit and be ruined or to re- 
sist and takes their chances they will 
resort to the latter alternative every 
time. What is more, they will adopt 
the same tactics employed against 
them, and we are treated to the specta- 
cle of combined capital against com- 
bined labor. 

This is the outcome which Tun Times 
predicted long ago. Itisa regrettable 
state of affairs, as it engenders and 
augments antagonisms that should 
not exist. Capital and labor ought 
to work together, and without 
such neither can en- 
joy a full measure of prosperity. 
We are not in favor of giving unlimited 
power to either side, for it is sure to be 
abused. But there onght to be some 
better methods of adjusting disputes 
than the brutum fulmen of strikes and 
boycotts, The country and the people 
have outgrown such methods of force. 
If the spirit of trades-unionism were 
carried into all the affairs of life we 
should be relegated back to that condi- 
tion of the dark ages when right was 
gauged simply by might. If we were 
thus arbitrary in politics we should set- 
tle our political differences with clubs 
and guns instead of by the ballot. Law

A new kind of trades-unionism will 
soon grow up in this country, founded 
on due consideration for the rights of 
both capital and labor, appealing to 
friendly methods of arbitration for the 
settlement of disputes and casting out 
forever the un-American and almost 
uncivilized strike. and boycott. And 
with the inauguration of the new era 
employers and employés will no longer 
be arrayed in hostile camps, but they 
will exercise consideratton and forbear- 
ance toward each other, and both will 
enjoy enhanced prosperity.

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—The Mountebank is a 
powerful melodrama, full of situations re. 
plete with pathos that tax a player’s genius 
and that a careless or inefficient one would 
find it dificult to keep from becoming 
bathos. It is, in the hauds of Fred Warde, 
a stirring play, especially captivating to 
that large clientele upstairs which fairly 
revels in the sharply accentuated 
points of the drama, which the chief actor 
brings out with great strength. 

The scene in the second act where the 
mountebank comes in with the gaudy shaw] 
he has bought with which to surprise his 
wife, and the tin kitchen, gingerbread 
man and doll for the little Louise, is so 
simply suggestive that the emotional per- 
son in the audience is apt to find use for his 
handkerchief ere a word has been spoken.

THE NEW FRENCH CABINET. 


Its Policy Regarding the Church Ques- 
tion Pormally Aunounced. 

Pants, March 8.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] At the opening session 
of the Chamber of Deputies today 
Prime Minister Loubet and other mem- 
bers of the new cabinet entered the 
Chamber and took their seats. Loubet 
immediately afterward ascended the 
tribune and read the declaration of 
ministerial policy. | 

He referred tothe difficulties of the 
task the ministers had undertaken and 
said they relied upon the clearness of 
their declaration to enable the Chamber 
to say at the outset whether the minis- 
try was to expect the confidence of the 
House. The primary object of the 
Ministerial policy, he said, was the de- 
fense of all laws of the republic, espe- 
cially laws relative to the military, 
patriotism, equality and education. 

„The relations now existing in France 
between church and state have given 
rise,“ Loubet continued, to many inci- 
dents and varied discussions. These 
have involved questions so numerous 
and so complex as to obscure the under- 
lying principles. We have not light 
enough as yet as to the principles in- 
volved to guide usin these matters. But 
is it not our duty to consider whether we 
are not called upon to prepare the way 
for the separation of church and state, 
even though we may not believe that 
there exists in the country a majority 
favorable to the carrying out of such a 
measure. We recognize that it is our 
duty to maintain firmly the existing 
legislation, based upon the concordat, 
which we shall apply in the true spirit 
ot its requirements. The concordat 
assures the positions and rights of the 
clery, at the same time it imposes on 
them, whatever their rank may be, cer- 
tain strict obligations. They not only 
owe obedience to the national laws, but 
are bound to confine themselves to their 
ministry and to keep aloof from party 
struggles and discussions. We shall un- 
hesitatingly require from all observance 
of these obligations, and we believe we 
are armed with,sufficient power to en- 
force such observance.”’ 

After the declaration had been read 
the government, replying to a question, 


there was any engagement 


between the government and the Pope. 

The debate on this subject continued 
to great length, and finally a motion ap- 
proving the government’s explanations 
of the clerical question was carried by 
a vote of 341 to 91.

FOSTER IN LONDON. 


He Visits the Commons and Talks Cau- 
 tlously with Newspaper Men. 
Loxpon, March 3.— [By Cable and As- 

sociated Press.] Minister Lincoln es- 

corted Secretary of the Treasury Fos- 
ter to the House of Commons today, 
where they listened to a debate. Mr. 

Foster will go to Brighton tomorrow 

and start tor Paris Saturday. 

In speaking of his visit to the Com- 
mons Mr. Foster said this evening that 
what struck him most was the hesitat- 
ing way of speaking, in strong contrast 
with our direct and more earnest style. 
Gladstone approached nearest to our 
American idea of a good speaker. 
Balfour and Labouchere also pleased 
him. Secretary Foster said he had 
been questioned frequently in re- 
gard to the report of the United 
States immigration commission. Re- 
ferring to comments on the question of 
sending ex-convicts to America, he 
said these questions in Parliament were 
based on misapprehension of the report 
asa whole. The commission was not 
responsible for this. The story about 
the commissioners had its origin in Mr. 
Schulte’s report. Here the mistake 
made in taking the statement that 22,- 
000,000 acres of productive lands was 
lying idle here. Mr. Foster said he did 
not know where Mr. Powderly got this 
estimate. He would not say that Pow- 
derly’s report hada partisan bias, but 
naturally he reported in behalf of those 
he feels with. Congress, he said, will 
be à good judge of the statement. The 
Secretary said he was glad-to hear that 
the great shipping companies are ready 


in efforts to correct abuses. 

The Secretary was asked if he could 
say whether Goschen showed sigus of 
agreeing to an international currency 
conference. He said his coming here 
had nothing to do with that. The 
United States would certainly assent to 
a conference on the basis of the decla- 
ration made by the English delegates 
at the Paris conference. When asked 
if he had not reason to know that Gos- 
chen wanted the Washington Govern- 
ment to take the initiative, and that he 
would accept America’s invitation, 
Foster declined to say further than that 
the position of affairs wouldn’t justify 
any statement. Abopt France and Ger- 
many codperating he was equally 
silent. 

LYTTON’S WILL, 
Provisions for Refuting the Charges Made 
eae Against His Father.

A GLOOMY PICTURE. 
The Reign of Terror in Gautemala Under 
Barillas. 

City or Mexi00, March 8.—[By,the As- 
sociated Press.] There is a rumor that 
a mutiny took place in one of the mili- 
tary barracks in the city of Gautemala 
recently, but was promptly checked by 
the authorities. The ringleaders were 
arrested, andsevenshot. It is reported 
that the Salvadoreans have a large 
force within an hour’s march of the 
Gautemalan frontier. President Baril- 
las today summoned the principal mili- 
tary leaders of the country to a council. 
The proceedings were secret. 

It is reported a number of persons 
who placed themselves in opposition to 
the policy of Barillas were taken into 
the interior and executed in the mili- 
tary barracks. 

The rumor that Gen. Reyna Barrios 
was poisoned by order of the President 
is denied. Lienfesta, who is reported 
to have been elected for the Presiuepcy, 
is, it is stated, in constant danger of 
losing his life. He is followed all the 
time by hired assassins. Commercial 
circles are greatly alarmed by the fact 
that Salvador is making serious prep- 
arations for war. 

ANOTHER BOMB. 
Its Explosion Partly Wrecks a Church at 
Valencia, 

Vatencia, March 8.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Great excitement 
was occasioned today by a partially 
successful attempt to wreck a place of 
worship with dynamite. People resid- 
ing in the vicinity of the Church of St. 
Nicholas, one of the prominent churches 
of the city, were much alarmed by a 
terrific explosion which caused build- 
ings and windows to rattle, and in some 
instances to fallto pieces. An investi- 
gation showed that a bomb had ex- 
ploded within the edifice and wrought 
much destruction. 

A large breach was made in one of the 
walls of the church, and the altar of 
the Virgin was wrecked. Costly orna- 
ments were lying in a heap of ruins. A 
valuable picture of the Conception“ 
painted by Vicente Duans, was de- 
stroyed. The explosion is attributed to 
anarchists. 


A HEAVY HAUL. 


The Safe of a Michigan Bank Cracked by 
Experts. 
Cotpwatgsr (Mich.,) March 3.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Last night the 
Coldwater National Bank of this city 
was robbed. The safes were blown 
open and $20,000 in cash was taken in 
addition to a deposit of $4000 of Phil- 
adelphia and Reading deferred bonds. 
One thousand dollars reward has been 
offered for the arrest of the robbers. 
The job was the boldest and most 
complete ever performed in this portion 
of the State and was evidently the 
work of experts. They took every cent 


‘of cash they could find. The robbery 


caused a great sensation here and the 
bank was visited by hundreds of people 
this morning, There is noclew to the 
robbers. 

The robbers drilled the outer doors of 
the vault and with a punch broke the 
lock off. The middle door was secured 
witha padlock. This was broken with 
a sledge. Inside the vault contained 
one burglar- proof combination- lock 
safe and also a steel safe with a time 
lock. These were drilled and charged 
with dynamite. The doorsof both safes 
were blown completely off, wrecking 
the safes and leaving nothing but the 
shell of each. Two explosions were 
heard by the neighbors about 8 o’clock 
this morning. About $200 in gold that 
was badly mutilated and bent out of 
shape, also a quantity of silver, was 
left by the robbers, together with some 
of their tools. 

Two suspicious-looking men, who were 
seen in the vicinity of the bank, cannot 
be found, aud are probably the men 
wanted. 


“HANG THEM!” 


A Detroit Mob Gets Atter a Gang of Free 
Lovers. 

Detroit (Mich.,) March 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.} This morning a re- 
turn of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus against Prince Michael’’ and 
his ‘‘affinity lovers,“ which was issued 
at the instance of Joseph T. Richard- 
son, was made before Judge Brevoort. 
Prince Michael’’ and Mrs. Richardson, 
the respondents, were present, The 
case being adjourned to this afternoon, 
Prince“ and about a dozen followers 
started out of the courtroom, when a 
crowd swept down on them, shouting in 
derision, ‘‘Throw them into the river!“ 
„Give Prince a cold bath!“ etc. 

The crowd chased the gang around 
the streets for half an hour, until the 
fanatics took refuge in the office of 
their lawyers. 

This afternoon the courtroom was 
carefully guarded, but in the corridors 
the crowd hooted and jeered. Before 
Mrs. Richardson’s examination was con- 
cluded the court adjourned. The disci- 
ples, when they left the hall, were sur- 
rounded by adozen or more deputy 


sheriffs, but as soon as they 
reached the street a howling 
mob followed them crying: ‘Hang 


them!” “Kill them!“ Throw them 
into the river!“ Get a rope!“ etc. 
Deputies finally succeeded in placing 
the long-haired disciples on street cars, 
after which the crowd dispersed. Sev- 
eral persons arrived here today who 
will bring habeas corpus proceedings 
to regain possession of friends and rela- 
tives. 


Another Jury Falls to Agree. 

San Francisco, March 8.—The jury in 
the case of Abe Jones, under indictment 
for stage robbery, came inthis after- 
noon in the United States District Court 
and reported that it was impossible to 
agree upona verdict. Judge Morrow 
discharged the jury and set the case for 
May 2. On thatdate the third trial 
will begin. On the first trial the jury 
stood eight for conviction and four for 
acquittal. The jury on the second trial, 
which reported today, stood seven for 
corviction and five for acquittal. 


Shot by a Preacher. 

Brruincuam (Ala.,) March 8.—Rev. 
John Calvin, a Methodist minister in 
Green county, this morning shot and 
killed William Herdy, a deacon in the 
church, and fatally wounded a brother- 
in-law of Herdy.

Residents of No- 
gales, Ariz., and settlers in the vicinity 
have organized a protective association 
to fight the Cameon grant, a title which 
embraces about 25,000 acres onthe 
American side of the line, including the 
town of Nogales.

‘The Pacific Mail Company Must Abide 
by Its Contract. 


“Gangressman ‘Springer’s Condition 
Considered Almost Hopeless. 


important Testimony Given in the Raum 
Investigation—What the Bounty on 
Sugar Will Cost—Other Wash- 
ington Matters.

Wasuineton, March 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Second Assistant Post- 
master-General Bell was asked today as 

to the facts concerning the reported 
conflict between the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and Pacific Mail Company, as to 
whether or not the latter should receive 
passengers and mail at San Diego, Cal., 
in pursuance of its contract recently en- 
tered into under the act of March 3, 
1891. Bell said that there had been 
no friction or even misunderstanding 
between the company and department 
upon the subject. He knew that 
there was an impression  prevail- 
ing among some citizens of San Diego 
that because of prior arrangements 
with the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany intends to avoid, if possible, doing 
any passenger or freight business be- 
tween San Diego and the ports south of 
it. Bell expressed the belief that the 
steamship company had no such inten- 
“tion and expected and desired fully to 
carry out its contract with the Govern- 
ment, both in letter and spirit. The 
company had, however, intimated that 
it would be extremely difficult at times 
to make San Diego harbor and had in- 
2 what action would be taken by 
the department in case of failure be- 
cause of stress of weather. The depart- 
ment declined to answer this hypothet- 
ical question and informed the company 
that they were cxpected to fully comply 
with the terms of the contract. 

Bell was asked whether it would be 
deemed a violation of the contract if 
vessels of the company should not go up 
to the San Diego dock, but deliver and 
receive mail by means of lighters. In 
reply he said that the spirit of the act 
under which their contracts were made 
undoubtedly carries with it an obligation 
to promote commerce, and this includes 
all business incidental to a steamship 
line running for freight and passengers, 
and therefore the company’s vessels 
were expected to goto the wharf and 
regularly receive freight and passen- 
gers. Failures to do this, Bell said, 
would be followed by deductions and 
fines, and if it appears that these omis- 
sions or failures were wilful, he did not 
believe the Postmaster-General would 
hesitate to annul the contract. 

Bell, however, desired it distinctly 
understood that the company had 
in no way indicated any purpose or 
desire other than to carry out the con- 


tract in letter and spirit. ; 
SPRINGER VERY ILL. 0 
The ' Recovery Scarcely 


Congressman 
_ Expected by His Physicians, 
Wasuixeton, March 8.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The condition of Con- 
--gressman Springer, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, was so 
serious today as to excite. the gravest 
apprehensions of his friends. His fam- 
ily and most intimate friends are evi- 
dently prepared for the worst, as there 
is fear that erysipelas, heretofore con- 
fined to the face, has gone to the brain. 
His physicians concede that this being 
the case the result is almost inevitably 
fatal. Dr. Vincent of Springfield, III., 
the old family physician of Springer, has 


been telegraphed for at the request of |. 


the patient, and with the approval of 
the attending physicians in this city. 
While Springer’s family have the great- 
est confidence in the attending phy- 
sicians, they hope that the presence of 
Dr. Vincent, whois an old friend, as 
well as a skillful physician, may buoy up 
the patient and help him to battle 
against the virulence of the disease. 
This view is shared by Drs. Curtis and 
Verdi. During most of the time 
Springer is conscious, and, although 
suffering most intense pain day and 
night, is fully apprised of the gravity 
of his condition. 

At midnight Congressman Springer’s 
condition is unchanged. That he is no 
worse gives renewed hope to his 
friends, the nature of the malady being 
such that every hour in which he suc- 
ceedsin battling away death means 
that he is gaining over the disease. 
Learniug from the bedside watchers 
that an Associated Press representative 
was in the house, he requested that he 
be admitted to the sick-room, and said 
to him, after grasping his band: I am 
no worse tonight, and believe I am go- 
ing to get a fresh hold. If I can just 
keep down this cough, which is stifling 
me, I’m all right.“ ; 

Further conversation was stopped by 
the recurrence of a fit of nervous 
coughing, which convulsed the sick 
man’s frame in agony. The attendant 
physicians believe that if no change for 
the worse takes place before noon 
there will be reason to hope for his re- 
covery. Inability to sleep and the 
nervous desire of the patient to talk to 
„any one within reach are regarded as 
but indications of the harassed and rest- 
less condition of his brain, and the phy- 
sicians now find in this inability to take 
repose the greatest menace to his life. 
As long as the sick man converses with 
those around he is perfectly conscious 
and coherent in his speech, but as soon 
as the conversatian dies out, or he is 
enjoined to silence, he rapidly drifts 
into delirium, talking at random or 
of pending legislation in the House.

while looking up the pension laws, after 
becoming an office-holder, he ascer- 
tained that the statutes prohibited re- 
rating dating.further back than the 
medical examination on which the re- 
rating was allowed. An investigation 
followed and it was found that the pen- 
sions of a number of employés of the 
Pension Office were being retated. 

Bussey said that the practice was in 
violation of the departmental decisions 
and in violation of the law. The prac- 
tice had been stopped and he defied any 
man to show a case rerated in violation 
of law under Commissioner Raum’s ad- 
ministration. Under Gen. Black 1700 
rerated cases were found and under 
Tanner 1800 cases. 

The witness had estimated that if the 
reratings were generally followed they 
would cost $800,000,000. 

Mr. Payson asked about the reports in 
circulation as to the circumstances con- 
nected with the rerating of Powell, an 
Illinois politican, by Commissioner 
Black. Mr. Dungan of Ohio asked: 
Was that Gen. W. H. Powell, Secre- 
tary Noble’s candidate for Commissioner 


of Pensions?“ 


Mr. Payson said: This very thing, 
when attention was called to it, was 
what knocked him out.“ 

Mr. Dungan asked if Secretary Noble 
had by letter requested Black to favor- 
ably consider Powell’scase. Mr. Bussey 
could not state. 

Mr. Enloe asked how it was that Gen. 
F. W. Dudley had been rerated without 
the facts appearing on the record. 

Mr. Bussey said that Dudley was le- 
gally rerated under the act increasing 
pensions for loss of a leg at the knee 
joint. The rerating did not go back to 
the date of disability, but to 1886, the 
date of the act increasing the pension. 
Why the record did not show the rerat- 
ing he did not know unless because the 
claim was fora specific disability. 

Too Mr. Enloe Mr. Bussey said that the 

greatest abuse the Pension Office had to 
contend with was the practice of Con- 
gressmen pushing pension claims. He 
did not see how the practice could be 
stopped except by law. Mr. Bussey 
believed that Commissioner Raum man- 
aged the office with efficiency and in- 
tegrity. 

Mr. Enloe inquired if Mr. Bussey ap- 
proved the practice.of giying pensions 
to persons of means. 

Mr. Bussey replied in the negative 
and said it was prohibited by a recent 
law. Mr. Enloe instanced one case in 
which an Ohio woman worth $80,000 
was gettinga pension. Mr. Bussey re- 
glied that his office was constantly in- 
vestigating such violations of the law.

Estimating Next Year’s Pensions. 
WasHInGTon, March 8.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Pen- 
sions today examined Commissioner 
Raum with reference to estimes for pen- 
sion appropriations for the next fiscal 
year. The Commissioner said that last 
year $1,880,000 had been spent for 
medical examinations and this year 
$1,500,000 would be spent, which would 
bring that workuptodate. The actual 
amount of money expended on account 
of pensions during the first six months 
of the year was $68,065,673. About 
$48,000,000 is on hand for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year. 


The Seal Fisheries Conference, 

WasHIneTon, March 8.—The joint 
English and United States commission 
on Bering Sea fisheries held a long ses- 
sion this afternoon and practically con- 
cluded its deliberations. The members 
are pledged to secrecy, and it is impos- 
sible to obtain any official information 
as tothe result of their conferences. 
There is good reason, however, for the 
prevalent belief that the commission- 
ers failed entirely in their endeavors 
to reach a satisfactory agreement as to 
the best method of conducting the seal 
fishing industry with a view, to the 
preservation of the species. 


‘What Sugar Bounties Will Cost. 

Wasnixdrox, March 8.— The state- 
ment by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in regard to the sugar bounty 
shows that 2828 claims for bounty, 
amounting to $6,914,654, have been re- 
ceived and 925 claims, amounting to 
$2,952,020, paid. The beet-sugar 
bounties were $215,406, distributed as 
follows: Nebraska, $58,974; Califor- 
nia, $159,584; Utah, $21,898. 


The Whisky Trust Will Fight. 
Boston, March 8.—Charles A. Prince, 
counsel for the defendants in the 
Whisky Trust cases, says: We shall 
take our case to the United States Su- 
reme Court. The case will be tried 
ere, but we shall accept no decision as 
final that does not come from the Su- 
preme bench. These gentlemen who 
have been indicted have not been run- 
ning a trust. They have formed a com- 
pany which owns certain property. It 
does not control the entire output ofthe 
product manufactured; it is not a 
monopoly, and has not conspired against 
competitive interests.“ 
Prince did not believe the cases would 
come up on Monday, as there has been 
no time to prepare them.

“Wasuineton, March 8.—The Ways 
and Means Committee today heard a 
committee of the Lumbermen’s Associa- 
tion in opposition to the bill introduced 
by Mr. Byrne of Nebraska. placing lum- 
ber on the free list. Others also spoke

Jimmy Lawson Easily Disposed of by 
Billy Maber. a: 


The Colored Light-weight No Match for 
the Australian Champion—Maber’s 
Hand Broken in the First 

Round. 


In spite of the efforts of some of the 
working members of the Pastime, Ath- 
letic Club to increase the popularity of 
that organization by matching two of 
the cleverest men that have visited 
this city for some time past, not over 
200 lovers of pugilism assembled in the 
gymnasium of that institution last night 
to witness the fight between. Billy 
Maber, the Australian champion, and 
Jimmy Lawson,the colored light-weight 
from the kangaroo country. 

The result proved that the latter, 
clever as he undoubtedly is, was com- 
pletely outmatched, as Maber, in spite 
of the fact that he broke a bone in his 
left hand in the first round, easily dis- 
posed of his opponent in six rounds 
without receiving a scratch. ' 

There were several preliminary set- 
tos, of a more or less interesting nature, 
but it was evident that the spectators 
were much relieved when the last couple 
left the ring to make way for the event 
of the evening. 

Lawson, who was attended by Billy 
Shannon and William Child, entered 
the ring at 9:80 o’clock, and a few min- 
utes later Maber put in an appearance 
and took up his position near the re- 
porters’ bench. He was attended by 
Purcelland Manning. -After the men 
had been introduced by Referee Mort 
Carran, the time-keepers compared 
watches fora few minutes, and the 


| spectators were afforded a chance of 


comparing the two men. Lawson was 
splendidly muscled, but appeared to be 
a little paunchy, wWhile Shadow“ 
Maber, although fit as a fiddle, was 
as thin as a pikestaff.“ Both were 
apparently confident, but Lawson evi- 
dently did not know his man. Time 
was called at 9:45 o’clock. Four- 
ounce gloves were used. 

First round—Lawson at once at- 
tempted to force the pace by rushing at 
his antagonist, who was head and shoul- 
ders the taller of the two, but Maber 
was as cool as the proverbial cucumber, © 
and simply warded off the little fellow’s 
blows with his hands, Lawson planted 
his left over Maber’s heart once, but 
immediately repented it, for Billy’s. 
right was down into his wind with speed 
and dispatch. Lawson ‘worked hard 
with both hands, but could not hit his 
shifty opponent, who fenced brilliantly. 
Maber jabbed his left into Jimmy’s left 
eye once or twice, and drove his right 
over Lawson’s heart, staggering him, 
just as the round closed. 

Second round—Lawson again went 
for Billy, with a dangerously high 
guard, which the latter, after warding 
off a number of blows, soon began to 
take advantage of, driving his right re- 
peatedly into his dusky opponent’s ribs. 
The fight was a foregone conclusion al- 
ready. 

Third round—Lawsen tried to rush 
matters, but Maber received all his 
blows, high and low, on his arms, until 
the little fellow begun totire. Maber 
then started in, and, jabbing Lawson 
over the heart with his left, sent him 
down with a right jab in the jaw. 
Jimmy took all of eight seconds before 
he renewed hostilities, and as Maber 
drove his right into his short ribs again 
he was nearly gone when time was 
called. 

Fourth round—Maber, after showing 
the little fellow that his efforts to reach 
him were fruitless, sent him down with 
a crushing right drive in the jaw. On 
getting up at the end of seven seconds 
Lawson rushed at Billy and swung his 
left but missed, and Maber at once 
closed with him, and sent him down 
again. Lawson then renewed the tac- 
tics he used so effectively in the Con- 
ley fight, going down whenever struck, 
and resting for six or seven seconds, 
but Maber hit harder than ever, and 
Lawson reeled in going to his corner at 
the end of the round. 


Fifth round—Lawson rushed viciously, 
but received a terrific right drive in the 
heart which effectively stopped him and 
sent him down. He got up grunting, 
but was floored three timesin rapid 
succession with terrific jabs from Ma- 
ber’s right on the head and jaw. 

Sixth round—Maber advanced to meet 
his man and at once sent him to his 
knees with a terrible right jab in the 
jaw. Lawson then attempted clinching 
tactics, but Maber held him off with his 
left elbow and jabbed him down again 
with his right. The little fellow on 
getting up rushed, swinging wildly, 
missed and fell. Maber then waited 
fot him and, as he came again, jabbed

‘THE ITATA LIBELS. 
by Judge 


Ross. 


A Decision Reviewing the Facts at 
Considerable Length. 


The Vessel Did Not Violate the Neu- 
trality Laws. 


Counsel for the Government at Once Gave 
Notice and Will Take an Ap- 
peal as Soon as Pos- 
sible.

In the United States District Court 
yesterday morning Judge Ross rendered 
his decision in the libel nits filed 
against the steamship Itata, her tackle, 
apparel and furniture, and the 2000 
cases of rifles and ammunition, the 
shipmert of which caused the whole 
trouble, ordering that both cases be dis- 
missed in accordance with the following 
opinion filed therein: 

THE OPINION, 

These cases were tried and submit- 

ted together upon the evidence intro- 


duced in the case of the United States 


vs. Trumbull et al. (No. 242,) so far 


as the same is applicable, and upon 
certain additional depositions. The ad- 
ditional testimony does not alter the 


facts shown in the Trumbull case further 
than that it shows that the Itata, before 
leaving Chile for California, discharged the 
four small cannon, together with the am- 
munition therefor, she had theretofore car- 
ried, and that the soldiers she took on 
board did not exceed twelve in number and 
were taken on board not to be used as sol- 
diers but for passing coal and as stokers. 
It further shows that when the Itata came 
into the waters of the United States she 
had on board less than her usual comple- 
ment of men and but one small brass 
gun, used as a signal gun, eight or 
ten old muskets and one small iron gun for 
which there was no ammunition. The ad. 
ditional depositions, which include the tes. 
timony of two of the officers of the United 
States cruiser Charleston, still more clearly 
shows what was betore made sufficiently 
apparent, thatin no just sense could the 
Itata be regarded asaship of war at the 
time she came within the waters of the 
United States, or at any time while she re- 
mained within those waters. My views in 
respect to the case are sufficiently stated in 
the opinion delivered in the Trumbull case, 
and reportedin the Federal Reporter of 
December 22, 1891 (p. 99.) to which I ad. 
here. It is enough now to state the factsI 
find from the evidence in the present case, 
together with the legal conclusions, which 
are as follows: 

In January of 1891 the steamship Itata 
was an ordinary merchant vessel. Early 
in that month she was captured in the har. 
bor of Valparaiso, Chile, by the people 
then known asthe Congressional party, and 
who were then engaged in an effort toover- 
throw the then established and recognized 
government of Chile, of which Balmaceda 
was the head. The Itata was by the Con. 
gressional party put in command of one of 
its officers and was used in their undertak- 


‘ing as a transport to convey troops, pro- 


visions and munitions of war, and also as 
a hospital ship and one in which to con- 
fine prisoners. Four small cannon were 
also put upon her decks, and she carried a 
jack and pennant. Some time prior te the 
following April one Trumbull came to the 
United States as an agent of the Congres- 
sional party and about the month of April 
went tothe city of New York and there 


bought from one of the large mercantile 
firms of that city dealing in such matters 
5000 rifles and 2,000,000 cartridges 
therefor, with the intention and for the 
purpose ofsending them to the Congres- 
sional party in Chile to use in their effort 
to overthrow the Balmacedan government. 
The sale and purchase of the arms and am- 
munitian was made in the usual course of 
trade. Trumbull caused them to be shipped 
by rail to San Francisco and engaged one 
Burt to accompany them, which he did. 
Arrangements nad been made by Trumbull 
with his principals in Chile by which 
they were to send a vessel to the 
United States to get the arms 
and ammunition and convey them 
to Chile for the use of the Congressional 
party there. The Itata was dispatched by 
that party for that purpose, and was ac- 
companied as far as Cape San Lucas by the 
Esmeralda, a warship then in the service of 
the Congressional party. Before leaving 
Chile the Itata discharged the four small 
cannon, with the ammunition therefor, that 
she had theretotore carried, but she re- 
tained one small brass gun, which she had 
always carried and usedasa signal gun, 
and also eight or ten old muskets and one 
small iron cannon, for which there was no 
ammunition. At one of the Chilean ports 
the {tata took on board some soldiers, with 
their arms, not exceeding twelve in num. 
ber; but they were taken not to be used as 
soldiers, but for passing coal and as stokers. 
At San Lucas the captain of the Esmeralda 
took command of the Itata, and the 
captain of the latter was left there 
in command of the Esmeralda. The 
Itata then proceeded to San Diego, really 
in command of the Esmeralda's captain, 
but ostensibly in command of another, who 
represented to the customs officers of that 
port thatshe was an ordinary merchant- 
man and was bound to some port on the 
northern coast. Before coming into the 
rt of San Diego or into the waters of the 
nited States the Itata hauled down her 
jack and pennant, the brass and iron can- 
non were removed from her deck and 
stowed in her hold, as were also the armsof 
the soldiers she carried; and their uni- 
forms, as well as those of the officers were 
removed, and all appeared in civilians’ 
dress. At that port she laid in stores of 
coal and provisions, all of which were 
bought in the open market and some of 
which were marked Esmeralda. Meanwhile 
Trumbull had chartered a schooner, called 
the Robert and Minnie, in San Francisco to 
take the arms and ammunition from there 
to a point in this judicial district, then ex- 
pected to be near the island of Catalina, 
where she could meet the Itata and de- 
liver them on board of her tobe conveyed 
to Chile for the purposes already stated. 
The schooner Robert and Minnie accord- 
ingly took on board the arms and ammuni- 
tion at the port of San Francisco, and, in 
charge of Burt. proceeded to the neigh- 
borhood of Catalina Island, where she ex- 
pected to meet the Itata. In the meantime 
the suspicion of some of the officers of the 
United States that the neutrality laws were 
being violated was arofised, and the Mar- 
shalof this district was directed by the 
Attorney-General to detain the Itata if 
such was found to be the case, and, 
acting upon those and certain in- 
structions from the District Attorney of 
this judicial district, he went on board the 
ship at San Diego and put a keeper in 
charge of her, and then went in search of 
the Robert and Minnie, which he did not 
find in the waters of the United States. 
Communication was, however, had between 
the Itataand the schooner, and a point near 
San Clemente Island was fixed upon as the 
lace of meeting for the purpose of trans. 
erring the arms and ammunition from the 
schooner to the ship. Accordingly, the 
Itata, on the 6th day of May, 1891, with- 
out obtaining clearance papers, and against 
the protest of the person left on board and 
in charge of her by thé Marshal, weighed 
anchor and steamed out of the harbor of 
San Diego, with him on board, to meet the 
Robert and Minnie and receive the arms 
and ammunition.. The Marshal's keeper 
was, however. put ashore at Point Ballast, 


before leaving the harbor. While

on deck and some of the soldiers on board 
of her appeared in uniform. On the 9thof. 


May the Itata and Robert and Minnie came 
together about a mile and a half southerly 
of San Clemente Island, in this judicial dis- 
trict, and there the arms and ammunition 
in question were taken from the schooner 
and put on board the ship in original pack- 
ages, and the latter at once left with them 
for Chile. On September 4, 1891, the Con- 
gressional party was recognized by the 


Government of the United States as the es- 


tablished and only government of Chile. 
Prior to that time there had been no recog- 
nition of that party by this Government 
other than that on March 4 the Sec- 
retary of the Navy cabled Admiral Mc- 
Cann to proceed to Valparaiso, and ob. 
serve strict neutrality, and take no part in 
troubles between the parties further than to 
protect American interests.“ On March 
26, the Secretary of the Nayy cabled Ad. 
miral Brown, who had superseded Admiral 
McCann, to abstain from proceedings in 
nature of assistance to either, that is the 
Balmaceda or Congressional party; that 
the ships of the latter were not to be 
treated as piratical so long as they waged 
war only against the Balmaceda govern. 
ment.“ On April 25 Secretary of State 
Blaine cabled the American Minister: ‘*You 
can act as mediator with Brazilian Min. 
ister and French charge d‘affaires.”” On 
May 5 Minister Egan cabled _ this 
Government: Government of Chile 
and = 6 revolutionists have accepted me- 


diation of the United States, Brazil 
and France most cordially; those of 
England and Germany decltned.““ On May 


7 Acting Secretary of State Wharton ac- 
knowledged the dispatch of Minister Egan 
and “expressed hope that through com- 
bined efforts of the governments in ques- 
tion the strife which has been going onin 
Chile may be speedily and happily termi- 
nated.’ On May 14 Acting Secretary of 
State Wharton cabled Minister Egan that 
the French Minister reports threats to 
shoot the insurgent envoys by Balmaceda.“ 
and directed that they should have ordi- 
nary treatment under a flag of truce. 
From the facts found and for the reasons 
given in the opinion delivered in the case 
of the United States vs. Trumbull et al., 
supra, my conclusion is that the Übel in 
each case should be dismissed. And it is 
so ordered. Ross, 
District Judge. 
Alexander Campbell, Esq, special 
assistant counsel for the Government, 
at once gave verbal notice of appeal 
and the matter will be taken up to the 
Court of Appeals as soon as possible.

TWO SMOOTH SHARPERS. 


The Town Worked for All It Was 
Worth. 


Shady Operations of Julius Ascher 
and Bernhard Loewy. 


Their Friends Victimized Out of Sev- 
eral Thousand Dollars. 


The Crayon Picture Fake and the Servant 
Girl Racket — Made Love to 
Women Only to Rob 
Them. 


During the past few days the German 
citizens have been considerably worked 
up over the sudden disappearance of 
Julius Ascher and Bernhard Loewy. 
Both men have been flying high for 
some time past, and through their pol- 
ished manners and insinuating ways 
they managed to get into the best Ger- 
man society and were two of the most 
popular young men in the city. 

They have turned out to be smooth 
“fakirs,’? however, and a number of 
their victims are now anxious to have 
them brought back and punished, but up 


to date no warrants have been issued 


for the arrest of the sharpers. 

The extent of their rascality is not 
known at present, but new victims are 
popping up daily and as near as can be 
learned the fellows did up their inti- 
mate friends to the tune of about 
$1500, and the public at large lost 
through their shady transactions to the 
extent of several thousand dollars, 
while a number of servant girls all over 
the city were victimized. 

As the operations of these sharpers 
date back several months, it will be 
necessary to give a briefhistory of their 
residence in Los Angeles. 

Loewy came to tis city a number of 
years ago and opened up business as 
agent and manager of the Enterprise 
Soap Company. He had his headquar- 
térs on Fifth street between Main and 
Spring streets, and soon worked up a 
large business. He was quite a society 
man, and was looked on by the Ger- 
mans as one of the solid business men 
of the city. 

Six months ago Ascher purchased a 
half interest in wy’s soap business. 
Ascher is one of the noted German ac- 
tors, and for a long time he stood at the 
head of the German comedians in Ger- 
many, and was a big drawing card in all 
the big cities. A few years ago he 
came to the United States, and has 
played in almost every large city in the 
German theaters. — 

Soon after his arrival here he organ- 
ized a company of German profession- 
als and amateurs, and he and his part- 
ner arranged to give a series of eigh- 
teen Sunday night performances. They 
gave two and found that it did not pay, 
so the contract was broken and the 
company paid off and discharged. 

They continued in the soap business 
until the 1st of last January, when they 
closed up their business and began to 
work up the old crayon picture fake.

They got a lot of fine samples from a 
Chicago picture firm which they 
claimed to represent on this Coast, and 
in afew days they had solicitors all 
over town. They took orders for life- 
sized pictures in fine frames at the rate 

With every order the victim was 
called on to put up $8.50. It is need- 
less to say that hundreds of orders were 
taken, but only a few were filled. The 
new firm neverintended to fillthem when 
the orders wére taken. As both were 
looked upon as honorable men they had 
no trouble in collecting money on all 
orders, as they worked principally 
among their friends, and it is said that 
ove of victims are scattered over the 
city. 

Itis now believed that when the 
couple gave up the soap trade on the 
first of the year they decided to work 
the town for all it was worth and leave 
for parts unknown, and they have been 
successful. 

Not only did they work the picture 
fake, but they borrowed money right 
and left, and buncoed their friends 
every chance they got. They would 
borrow $25 from a friend and promise 
to return it on a certain day, and, sure 
enough, when the time came, the money 
was forthcoming, but this was done 
simply to gain the confidence of the in- 
tended victim. In a few days after the 
first loan had been paid one of the 
fakirs would callaround and borrow 
$50 or $100. Inthis way they suc- 
ceeded in rounding up their confiding 
friends to the extent of several hundred 
dollars. 

Loewy, whois quite a handsome fel- 
low, had a servant girl scheme that he 
worked when not operating on bigger 
fish. He would get acquainted with a 
servant girl, make love to her, and be- 
come engaged to her. As soon as he 
had gained her confidence he would put 
up a pitiful story to the effect that he 
was in trouble, and must have a large 
sum of money at once. The poor girl 
would get together her hard-earned 
pennies and turn them over to the ras- 
cal. Inthis way he succeeded in get- 
ting several hundred dollars in sums 
of from $25 to $50. Itis hard to tell 
how many servant girls he is engaged 
tointhis city, but they are not the 
only ones in the same boat, for several 
rich widows fell before his winning 
ways, and are out of pocket to a con- 
siderable extent. 

In one case he not only won a widow’s 
heart, but, when she informed him with 
tearsin her pretty eyes that she had no 
4 cash and could not borrow it on 
her little home, he coolly informed her 
that he had a friend who would let her 
have money on herhouse andlot. He 
went to Lokowitz, the money-lender, and 
negotiated a loan of $400 for the 
widow, and as soon as the money was 
paid into her hands he borrowed $200 
of it and carried it off. 

A young fellow named Wild came 
down from San Francisco to look for 
work. He had $100 and as soon as he 
fell in with the sharpers they borrowed 
his little all under a promise that they 
would secure him a fine position in a 
few days. He had nothing to live on 
and they kindly let him have $80 of his 
$100 back in small sums. 

A few days before they skipped they 
ordered a couple of suits made at Bell- 
man’s, which they got and never paid 
for. They got Charles Schallkoff, the 
barber, to indorse their note for $25,

Remarks Pertaining to the Treat- 
ment of Consumption 


As Applicable to the Proposed Public 
Hospital. 
Terminal Railroad Magnates Inspect 
the Altadena Line. 


The Local News Briefly Summed Up—Per-

The recent rich discoveries of Drs. Pas- 
teur and Koch upon the subject of tuber- 
culosis have given fresh impetus to the 
theme, and public interest naturally is at- 
tracted to this subject, especially in Pasa- 
dena, where so many people come to find 
relief from pulmonary troubles and where 
a public hospital is soon to be established 
for the special benefit of this class of pa- 
tients. 

The experience of the medical faculty 
who have made consumption a study has 
shown that nowhere can the necessary 
daily regulations of the patient's life and 
habits be so successfully carried out as in a 
hospital, and the most favorable results in 
combating the disease have been obtained 
in institutions devoted to this special pur- 
pose. Although this has been a well-known 
fact for some years, yet the question of es- 
tablishing special hospitals for the treat- 
ment of consumption has not until recently 
attracted any attention in this country, 
owing, probably, to a popular notion that 
consumption of the lungs is incurable. 
Medical men, however, now say that there 
is a period in the history of most cases of 
consumption when the incipient disease 
may be arrested and health recovered. To 
attain this end a patient must give up any 
occupation, the mind must be relieved of 
all care, and proper medical treatment ad- 
ministered before the opportunity for im- 
provement passes. 

As the disease now exists in this country, 
itis most destructive of allthe ills that 
fiesh is heic to. About 100,000 persons die 
yearly of consumption in the United States, 
and for each one who dies in any year three 
linger over. In Germany and Great Brit- 
ain consumptive hospitals have been in 
operation for some time past, and in almost 
every country but our own numerous hos- 
pitals devoted especially to this class of pa- 
tients have long been established. A care- 
ful study of the mortality returnsin En- 
gland during the past forty years, since 
such institutions have beenin operation, 
warrants the conclusion that there kas 
been a reduction in the mortality from tu- 
berculosis during that time of at least 50 
per cent., and that whatever reduction 
there has been in the. general mortality is 
largely due to the reductſon in the mortal. 
ity from tuberculosis. It is also stated that 
the reduction in mortality from consump- 
tion in England is in direct ratio to the in- 
crease th the special hospitals for its treat- 
ment, and that no such marked reduction 
has occurred in any country where special 


hospitals for the treatment of the disease 


have not existed. 

These facts forcibly illustrate Pasadena’s 
possibilities in this direction. The town is 
recognized notonly as a most beautiful 


residence place and as the fruit and agri- 
cultural center of this section, 


but as a 
health resort as well, 1 for those 
whose lu are more or lessaffected. The

News was received here yesterday morn- 
leg by wire from Danby, about 180 miles 
east of here in the desert, that John Cooley, 
brother of George M. Cooley and others of 
this city, had been found with the top of 
his head blown off, and it is thought that it 
was the actof hisown hand, as he had 
become insane over what was thought to 
be a rich ore deposit discovered by him 
just before the holidays. He was exam- 
ined, committed to the asylum and recov- 
ered so rapidly that upon the entreaties of 
his relatives he was released and seemed 
to be perfectly well. About ten days 
ago he determined to go again to 
his mine in the desert, and nothing 
could dissuade him from going. Although 
he seemed perfectly well his friends and 
relatives dreaded to see him go. It is 
thought the excitement over the mine 
again brought onthe malady from which 
he had been suffering, and that he then 
took his life. 

John, or, as he was familiarly known, 
Jack Cooley, was 35 years old, a member 
of alarge family. leaves a wife and several 


children, his mother, father, brothers and 


sisters to mourn his sad — off. He was 
somewhat eccentric, but good-hearted and 
whole-souled, and greatly beloved by his 
fellow-men. He was deputy sheriff under 
John A. Cole, and a good officer.

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REV. BEN OLIEL. 
A Statement Regarding His Demand for 
a Burial Fee. 

On’ Tuesday morning last Tun Tres 
published in its San Bernardino news 
an item to the effect that Rey. Ben 
Oliel, the Episcopal minister at that 
place, had called on a bereaved family 
and presented a bill of $20 for officiat- 
ing at a funeral, and that when the 
amount was not paid wrote a threaten- 
ing letter and also referred to the mat- 
ter from the pulpit. 

Late Wednesday night a letter was re- 
ceived from Rev. Ben Oliel, containing 
the following: 

You will see by my letter in today’s 
Courier within that the paragraph in your 
issue of yesterday reflecting on myself is a 
malicious fabrication from end to end. 
The only truth in it is that I performed 
the burial service of my church on a lady 
who was a perfect stranger to me at the 
request of her husband, who is not a mem- 
ber of my church; that my services have 
never been acknowledged in the customary 
way, and that I have been grossly insuited 
and falsely maligned by the friends of the 
lady I buried. | 

The letter referred to is a column and 
a half in length and is devoted princi- 
pally to the editor of the Kaleidoscope, 
a San Bernardino newspaper, with 
whom the reverend gentleman seems 
to have some personal  contro- 
versy, judging from the tone of the 
communication. After giving in detail 
the circumstances connected with. the 
burial, and denying that he asked for 
his fee when he called afterward to pay 
the usual visit of condolence, explain- 
ing, however, that the head of the 
family was out at the time, Mr. Ben 
Oliel continues: 

It is simply untrue that I asked my fee on 
that occasion; but when two or three davs 
passed and Mr. Waters did not himself call 
on me, I did, on a second visit, when againI 
found him out, leave word that I wished to 
see him about my fee. Subsequently I saw 
Mr. Waters at his omce. He asked me what 
the usual fee was. I told him there was no 
fixed fee in thiscountry, but every one gave 
what he thought proper. (In England 
minimum fees are fixed by law and recov- 


* 


Perable at court.) Mr. Waters urged me 


again to tell him what was a proper fee. 
I then told him that ata funeral similar to 
that of Mrs. Waters the fee placed in my 


gaid: Call tomorrow and Iwill fix it up 
with — and we parted friends. But 
when I called on him next day he received 
me atthe door of his office with a perfect 
volley of abnse; he said he was not going 
to give me any fee; that my church was 
only for the purpose of getting money and 
that his wife would have been better off 
had she not been buried by me, and more 
to the same effect. Ministers of religion, 
who read this statement, will understand 
my amazement and indignation. Not only 
was linsulted personally, but my whole 
church, too, andthis for what! Simply for 
obliging Mr. Waters by calling on him 
again atthe time when he said he would 
have the fee ready. It is not usual to ask 
clergy to call in this fashion. 

Had he told me the first time he did not 
mean to pay me any fee I should, not have 
called on him again, and there would have 
been anend tothe matter; butto tell me 
to call again and then to abuse me is a 
little too bad. 

I went home very much hurt and wrote 
Mr. Waters a letter, in whichI said: 1 
shall be compelled to take legal proceed. 
ings against you to try the question 
whether in this civilized and progressive 
country a person calling himself a gentle. 
man can be permitted to insult a minister 
of religion, whom he calledinto bury his 
wife, for reminding him that he had omit- 
ted to pay him the usual fee at the time of 
the funeral, unless you apologize for the in- 
sult you so gratuitously offered me and the 
church to which I belong and to your own 
wife's memory.“ 

Mr. Waters did not apologize or pay my 
fee, and 1 soon forgot the insult and said no 
more; and if Mr. Waters had offered me 
his hand next time I met him he would 
pare found I retained no ill-will toward 

im. 

A letter has also been received from 
Clarence M. Mylrea, senior warden of 
Rev, Mr. Ben Oliel’s church, in which 
the gentleman refers also tothe Courier 
letter from which the extract above is 
published, and which all parties agree 
gives Mr. Ben Oliel’s side of the con- 
troversy.

THE CITRUS FAIR. 


The Pavilion Crowded Day and 
Night. 


The Great Body of the Visitors East- 
ern Tourists. 


The Tableaux Last Evening a Great 
| --Sueeess. 


San Bernardino County's Fine Display—Its 
Principal Features in Detail—Every 
Variety of Citrus Fruit 

Represented. 


At an early hour yesterday people be- 
gan to gather at the pavilion to see by 


daylight the great display of cit- 
rus fruits. The crowd gradually in- 
creased as the day wore away, and 


by the time the orchestra struck 
up the first number of the matinée 
programme there were hundreds of 
people promenading the floors or seated 
in the gallery, where the best general 
view of the exhibitistobe hac. 

It is a notable fact that nearly all the 
visitors are Eastern people. The Los 
Angeles citizens are not in it’’ so far 
as patronage goes. The entrance re- 
ceipts show this, for the money boxes 
are filled with greenbacks, and many of 
the tenderfeet“ object seriously to ac- 
cepting silver dollars in exchange for 
their down-East currency. 

Last evening both galleries were 
packed and it was with difficulty that 
one could move about on the main floor 
on account of the crowd, and yet in all 
the throng the number of Los Angeles 
citizens could almost be counted on the 


fingers. A Los Angeles banker, who has 


been aresident of the city for more 
than twenty years, remarked this fact 
to a Timzs reporter last night. Why.“ 
he said, ‘‘our people are not represented 
at all. The crowd is made up entirely 
of tourists.“ 

The citrus fair will have at least 
brought out the fact that Los Angeles 
is entertaining more strangers than at 
any time since the boom and they are 
more than delighted with the exhibit. 
One hears such expressions as ‘‘wonder- 
ful,“ ‘‘marvelous,’’ the most remark- 
abte display I ever saw,“ on all sides as 
the visitors crowd about the tables of 
fruit and gaze in awe-struck wonder at 
the designs. Some of the displays were 
not quite completed on the opening 
night and several improvements are 
noted. 

RIVERSIDE’S EXHIBIT. 

Riverside has put up a most attract- 
ive sign in the shape of an arch fringed 
with electric drop lights and bearing 
the word ‘‘Riverside’’ in gilded letters. 
Below the arch is a panel on which is 
inscribed in golden type: ‘‘The greatest 
orange-growing district in the world.“ 
This is suspended above the great plat- 
form just back of the big lemon. Riv- 
erside has twenty-three varieties of 
oranges in her exhibit, which covers 
One side of the platform 
and pedestal is faced solidly with 
lemons, mounds and pyramids rising 
from the main surface. On the oppo- 
site side the year 1892“ is worked 
out in lemons, and a star of lemons is 
sunk in the background of oranges. 
She has seventy-five boxes of navel 
oranges in her design, to say nothing of 
the table display, which is under the 
gallery. Here J. S. Castleman has nine- 
teen varieties of oranges tastefully 
arranged in mids on a back- 
ground of ivy, and adjoining this 
a display of lemons and a magnifi- 
cent raised figure of seedless oranges. 
F. H. Edwards also has twenty boxes of 
navel oranges arranged in mounds and 
J. W. Roberts shows half a dozen va- 
rieties of oranges and an immense ter- 
race of lemons in which is sunk a pair 
of orange stars. Upstairs W. H. 
Backus has a table of twenty boxes of 
Washington Navels and a splendid dis- 
play of raisins in boxes. A pyramid 
covered with raisins on stems rises from 
the center of the table. 

VENTURA’S PREMIUM. 

Ventura is rejoicing in the fact that 
she has received the fourth county pre- 
mium for the best display of citrus 
fruits, and this is her maiden effort too. 
The grove of pap which waves its 
feathery plumes from the center of the 
platform over the fruit adds much to 
the attractiveness of her display, as well 
as the collection of flowers which dec- 
orate the platform. Yesterday Mrs. 
Shepherd of Ventura, who kindly fur- 
nished all these decorations, sent down 
a quantity of boutonnieres of choice 
flowers for free distribution. N. W. 
Blanchard of Santa Paula has an ex- 
hibit which occupies one side of the 

latform, Mr. chard has the 

argest lemon orchard in the State and 
shows magnificent specimens of Lisbon, 


Bareka and Genoa. varieties. He has i Y

some fine seedling orangés also, raised 
from the Havana seed. 

E. S. Thacher of Topotopa, ranch in 
the Ojai Valley, shows seven varieties 
of oranges, including some ruby reds 
for which the manager was yesterday 
offered $1 per dozen. 

C. H. Sheldon of the Monte Casa 
ranch has some fine seedlings, Mediter- 
ranean Sweets and navel oranges, 
and Mrs. Robert Lyons of Cliff Glen 
exhibits some splendid Sicily lemons 
and .Wolfskill seedling oranges. 

W. I. Rice of the Elnido ranch, in 
Matilija Cafion, hassome Parson Brown- 
low and Jaffa oranges handsomely ar- 
ranged on Ventura’s table also. 

From Camulos there are five varieties 
of almonds, some photographs of the 
Camulos ranch house and views of the 
home of Ramona, Helen Hunt Jack- 
son’s heroine, which are arranged in 
panels and framed in almonds and or- 
anges. Mrs. Shepherd has a display of 
cacti, comprising 125 plants of seventy 
varieties. One of them, a twelve-year- 
old fish-hook cactus, is the largest of its 
kind in the State. ; 

There are also some fine raisins from 
Cyrus Kenney’s Sespe ranch, and, alto- 

ther, Ventura has one of the most 

teresting exhibits atthe fair.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY'S DISPLAY. 


The Largest Exhibit in the Hall—Princi- 
pal Features in Detail. 

San Bernardino county takes up a 
larger space than any other section at 
the fair, occupying the entire east side 
of the hall, Thisis only proper, con- 
sidering the commanding position which 
San Bernardino occupies as the lea 
orange- growing county of California 
the county in which this branch of hor- 
ticulture was first developed on a scien- 
tific basis, and the county which first 
gave to the world the peerless Washing- 
ton Navel—the king of oranges. Nor 
has San Bernardino county fallen off in 
its energy with years. Hon. Stephen 
M. White, in his speech on the opening 
night, referred to the remarkable fact 
that during 1891 theplanting of orange 
trees in the county equaled in area 50 

r cent. of all the orange trees grow- 

ng there up to the end of the previous 

ear. The exact figures are as fol- 
ows: Acreage in oranges end of 
1890, 18,070; acreage end of 
1891, 19,678, an increase for 
the year of 6603 acres. The 
number of bearing orange trees in San 
Bernardino county, according to the 
latest report of the State Board of Hor- 
ticulture, was 891,656, and of trees 
not yet bearing 1,895,544. The total 
acreage in lemons in the county, end of 
1891, was 786, of which 850 acres— 
again nearly half—had been planted 
during that year. 
of what the product of the county will 
be within a few years. 

The sections of the county exhibiting 
are Riverside, Redlands, Colton, On- 
tario, Highlands and Rialto. Besides 
these there are several individual ex- 
hibits. 

Riverside, the pioneer of orange 
— on a Commercial scale in Cali- 

ornia, naturally comes first. Its ex- 
hibit is large and approaches perfec- 
tion, both from an esthetic and a horti- 
cultural point of view, while, at the 
same time, fanciful arrangement has 
not been allowed to predominate over a 
practical display of the good points of 
fine fruit. There is no towering build- 
ing, but a large table covered with 
fruit most tastefully arranged, the. col- 
ors of which blend harmoniously, the 
whole crowned by a gigantic lemon 
com of hundreds of fine lemons. 
One of the first things which strikes the 
horticulturist in this display is the high 
color of the Riverside fruit, a pecul- 
larity of this section. 

Riverside abstained from exhibiting 
last year. The good people of that 
place had the idea that their reputa- 
tion was so well established that the ex- 
pense of an exhibit would be a superflu- 
ous luxury to them. They found their 
mistake, however, and have since ad- 
mitted it and regretted it. Thousands 
of people then learned for the first time 
that fine oran can be grown in other 
sections as well as Riverside. Compe- 
tition in orange-growing sections is now 
keen and those who wish to keep in the 
swim must not sleep by the way. How- 
ever, this time Riverside has put her 
best foot foremost and will what- 
ever prestige she may have lost last 

ear : 


This gives some idea. 


A legend over the Riverside table an- 
nounces that it is the Greatest Orange- 
growing District in the World.“ With 
America““ substituted for ‘‘World’’ 
this would doubtless be accurate. One 
of the noteworthy features of the dis- 
play is an exhibit of Ruby Blood 
oranges. This orange hasa deep, rus- 
set red skin, contrasting to a marked 
degree with that of the pale yellow St. 
Michaels, which lie alongside it. The 
flesh is of the color of clotted blood, far 
darker than that of any blood 
oranges ever seen in this market. The 
tree was — hang from Florida a short 
time ago and has recently been devel- 
oped in Riverside, where it has become 
very popular. It is not alone in the ex- 
tra deep color of the flesh that it differs 
from the Malta Blood. Itis said to be 
an early and a very hea yielder, 
bearing as heavily as a ling, and 
that it resists frost well. It isa mod- 
erately late variety. No wonder, there- 
fore, that this peculiar orange has be- 
come popular. This leads to the in- 
quiry whether the coming orange will 
be a red one. 

The St. Michaels is a small, pale or- 
ange, noted for the thinness of its skin. 
Another variety of the St. Michaels is 
larger, with a reddish skin. Riverside 
also shows some fine lemons, mostly the 


raisins, the quality of which is equal or 
superior, and the style of packing little 
inferior, to that of the best imported 
raisins. 

Redlands appears to run largely to 
architectural structures. Last year it 
had the Bear Valley dam, and this year 
it shows a towering building, repre- 
senting a ‘‘proposed’’ depot—which re- 
minds one of the boom. It has a good 
display of oranges, mostly navels, with 
some Mediterranean Sweets and Malta 
Blodds. There is also a fine display of 
dried fruit. Redlands has 1875 acres 
in oranges. The orange-growers of 
Redlands have very sensibly organized 
to market their crop and have it sold 
under a Riverside brand. 

Rialto and Highlands—neighbors of 
Redlands—have adjoiuing exhibits. 
The former—‘‘aged 3’’—shows excellent 
oranges and Lisbon lemons, and the lat- 
ter makes a handsome representation 
of the kite-shaped track, made cele- 
brated by The Times Flyer,“ the de- 
sign being worked out in oranges and 
lemons. Many seedling oranges are 
shown from Highlands. 

These sections—Redlands, Highland, 
Riaito and Mentone, which latter is not 
represented at the fair—are at present 
regarded as the creme de la creme of the 
orange-growing sections of Southern 
California. The land, being higher, is 
freer from frost than Riverside, and 
even higher prices are obtained for un- 
improved land than in the justly cele- 
brated Riverside region. Rialto has 
about 1500 acres in oranges. 

The Colton display is distinguished 
by a horrible pun, which ought to have 
ruled it out of the fair. Colton Terrace 


is a section of Colton somewhat elevated 


above its neighbors, and a wooden colt 
on a wooden terrace portrays this fact 
to a saddened public. Colton shows 
that it can grow fine oranges, both seed-

favorite than the Eureka. Its color is 
perfect. Itbears a protuberance at one 
end—a sort of trade-mark, like the na- 
vel on the orange of that name. 

The total acreage in oranges at Riv- 
erside, end of 1891, was 7647. 

J. S. Castleman has an individual ex- 
hibit from Riverside, which is remark- 
able as being the finest individual ex- 
hibit in the hall. In fact, it is finer 


than several of the sectional exhib- 
of su- 


its. He has a large quantit 
perior seedling oranges and half a 
dozen varieties of handsome budded 
fruit. The Handy is another variety of 
blood orange, which originated in Riv- 
erside. In color of flesh it stands half 
way between the Malta andthe Ruby. 
Another new variety is the Majorca, a 
vigorous grower. e Jaffa, a rough- 
skinned variety, of which much 
has been heard of late, is not 
recommended by Mr. Castleman. 
The King, a Chinese variety, with a 
skin covered with large .warty excres- 
eences, belongs to the Tangerine fam- 
ily, having a skin that peels off easily. 

e Tardiff is a pale-skinned orange, 

ractically identical with the Valencia. 

ts peculiarity is that it is very late and 
this has led it to become popular, 
especially since the recent frost, which 
late oranges escape. It makesa stand- 
ard tree larger than most other budded 
varieties, is thornless and a prolific 
bearer. The fruit hangs to the tree 
tenaciously. For fine eating qualities 
this orange has few eq 

Mr. Castleman has twenty-four acres 
in oranges, his oldest trees being 20 
years of age, and half the remainder 16 

ears old. He shows also some fine 
bon lemons. 

J. W. Roberts, who has twenty acres 
in oranges, has an individual exhibit in- 
cluding six varieties. The navel and 
Mediterranean Sweet are his favorite 
Varieties. His place is about twenty 
feet above the average level of River- 
side, and, consequently, more free from 
frost. 

F. H. Edwards, who has ten aeres in 
oranges, makes an excellent individual 
exhibit; including nine varieties of bud- 
ded fruit, prominent among which are 
navels and ruby bloods. He has a 
sample of the kumquat, a small, lemon- 
shaped orange, about the size of an 
average plum. It comes from Florida 
and is said to be very fine for preserves, 
for which purpose skin and all are used. 
There is alsothe grape fruit, looking 
like a smooth, pale-yellow orange, 
swollen to four times the natural size. 
Its taste is bitterish-sour and is, like the 
tomato, an acquired one, but the fruit 
is becoming very popular in the East. 
The Florida growers are making money 
out of it and many orchards are being 
33 Two specimens are shown by 

r. Edwards, one a _ seedling, from 
Florida, and the other budded, from 
Riverside, the latter being superior. 

An oval-shaped Maltese ey of 
which there is only one.tree at River- 
side, is also shown. 

In the gallery is a display of Riverside 


ling and navels. The Colton Packing 
Company, which puts up most of the 
grapes grown in that section, has a 
good display ofraisins. Colton has just 
got through with its third county citrus 
fair, which was a grand success. The 
two previous fairs—at Riverside and 
San Bernardino—had run in debt $800, 
whereupon Colton went to work and 
not only paid its way but also pulled its 
neighbors out of the soup“ by paying 
off their debts. Almost the entire San 
Bernardino exhibit has already been on 
display at Colton. 

Although not a horticultural subject, 
mention may be made here of the fine 
display of marble and onyx from the 
Slover Mountain marble quarries, a 
wonderful deposit, near Colton. 

Ontario’s exhibit is mainly composed 
of lemons, including a gigantic one 
after the style of that of Riverside. 
Ontario appears to be desirous of mak- 
ing aspecialty of the lemon, which 
fruit is having a great boom at present, 
1 since Mr. Garcelon of River- 
side has made public his method of cur- 
ing the fruit. The lemon is even a 
more delicate tree than the orange and 
pays correspondingly larger profits in 
the limited territory where it flourishes. 
Ontario also shows some excellent or- 
anges. It has the next largest area in 
oranges to Riverside, in San Bernar- 
dino county, amounting to 2500 acres.

AYRES ON THE STAND. 
Defendant’s 


Version of the Bald- 
win Deal.. 


He Denies That He Ever Conspired to 
Rob Baldwin. 


Number of Other Witnesses Examined 
forthe Defense. 


Two of Them Under Indictment for the 
Same Offense with Which Ayres is 
Charged—General Court News 
—New Suits. 


In Department Five, yesterday morn- 
ing, the trialof Lyman Ayres, one of 
the real estate men charged with hav- 
ing obtained property from H. S. Bald- 
win, by means of false pretenses, was 
resumed before Judge Shaw and a jury 
in the presence of a large number of 
apparently interested spectators. 

The prosecution called G. I. Cochran 
and John Milner and recalled Ed L. 
Baker and E. S. Galbraith for the pur- 
pose of filling in little breaks in the 
chain of evidence linked together on 
the two preceding days, and then rested 
its case. 

The defense then called as its first, 
witness, J. M. Voss, an attorney, who 
was examined as to certain details con- 
cerning the transaction, but which he 
was not allowed to testify to, as it was 
shown that they occurred after the deal 
had been made. 

Charles L. Eager, a real estate dealer 
from the East Side, was then called and 
examined for the purpose of showing 


that he knew there was such a person |. 


as J. W. Dunn; but on cross-examina- 
tion he stated that although he had been 


last spring he did not know that that 
was the man’s right name. 

Attorney W. H. Shinn then took the 
stand and testified to the effect that 
shortly after the exchange of the land 
H. S. Baldwin went to his office, with 
the defendant Ayres, and inquired about 
the quality of the land near Anaheim 
and the title thereto, stating that Ayres 
had told him that he (Shinn) had owned 
the entire tract at onetime. The wit- 
ness then detailed the conversation they 
had had on that occasion. 

H. E. Cornwell, a notary public, tes- 
tified to having met J. W. Dunn in April 
last and seen him occasionally since. 
On cross-examination he said that Dunn 
had been introduced to him by E. W. 
Gilbert, a real estate man, but he did 
not know whether the man’s real name 
was Dunn or not. He had never seen 
him with the defendant. 

E. H. Boyd, one of the men under in- 
dictment for the same offense, was then 
called, but beyond the statement that, 
although he had known Ayers for four 
vears, he had never had any business 
relations with him, he refused to testify, 
claiming that, his attorneys being ab- 
sent, he was afraid he might incrimi- 
nate himself by so doing. The witness 
exhibited considerable nervousness and } 
embarrassment while upon the stand, 
and his demeanor was not calculated to 
impress the jury very favorably. 

He was followed by C. E. Norton, an- 
other of the defendants. in the case, a 
tall young man witha blonde mustache, 
who also appeared ill at ease in his 
somewhat trying situation. He denied 
emphatically that Ayres had anything 
to do with the Baldwin deal at all, nor | 
had he mentioned it to Ayres at any 
time. 
On cross- examination Norton also re- 
fused to answer many of the questions 
put to him on the ground that he was 
under indictment upon the same charge, 
and he was extremely cautious about 
answering at all. 

During the examination of the witness 
R. A. Ling, Esq., was severely sat upon 
by the Court for making remarks after 
objections had been ruled upon, and at 
one time contempt proceedings seemed 
imminent, as the defendant's attorney 
seemed determined not to be sup- 
pressed. Norton did not make a favor- 
able showing on the stand, as he- hesi- 


the questions put to him, and repeatedly 
forgot what the question was while 
thinking of what his answer should be. 
He left the stand finally with evident 
relief. and, after a brief consultation 
with his counsel, the defendant took 
the stand in his own behalf. He was 
very cool and collected, and responded 
to the questions putin a clear voice. 
He testified to the effect that his 
name was Lyman Ayres,,that he had re- 
sided in the county for twelve years 
and the State for thirty years and was 
a man of family. He was called upon 
to state all his connection with the mat- 


ter set forth in the indictment from be- 


ginning to end, in detail, in his own 
way, but Assistant District Attorney 
McComas objected to the instructions 
of his‘counsel, and insisted upon his be- 
ing examined properly, which objec- 
tion was sustained by the Court. 

He then testified to the effect that he 
knew E. H. Boyd and had first spoken 
to him in Sacramento about three 
months ago. He first met H. S. Bald- 
wininthe early part of May last in 
Norton’s office, whither he went on bus- 
iness.

one day the latter met him on the 
street and told him that he had been 
robbed in the transaction, as all ths 
land he had got was in the river. 

The defendant denied emphatically 
that he had ever conspired with Stump, 
Boyd, Morgan and Norton, or any other 
persons, to defraud Baldwin, or that he 
ever made false representations to him. 
He did not even know that Baldwin had 
a loton Bunker Hill avenue for sale or 
trade before he met him; nor could he 
remember whether or not Baldwin had 
ever told him that he owned such prop. 


e was never authorized to sell lot

Reuben Daniels was duly arraigned 
by Judge Smith yesterday morning 
upon the charge of arson, he being ac- 
cused of having set flre to a dwelling- 
house belonging to A. M. Stephens, 
Esq., on November 16 last, and was al- 
lowed until Monday next in which to 
plead thereto. 

Upon motion of C. E. Sumner, Esq., 
and presentation of certiticates from 
the Supreme Courts of New York and 
Minnesota, Frank A, Newell, Esq., of 
Pomona was duly admitted to practice 
by Judge Smith yesterday afternoon in 
the Superior Court of this county.

has beeu A stiff and steady imbiber it 


the. whisky remedy he stan 
chance to go under. 

A tarantula bite doesn’t amount to 
much. They only pinch a little and it 
causes but a slight swelling, which will 

down again in a short time. Many 
a time I have waked up in the morning 
on the desert and found tarantulas in my 
blanket. They come in to keep warm. 
There isn’t much danger from the bite of 
any of those mentioned but the rattle- 
snake.“

Large Amount. 


The Full Amount of the Shortage as Yet 
Unknown, But It Will Run Into the 
_Thousands—Escape of the 


M. C. Westbrook, assistant secretary 
of the Pacific Improvement Company, 
the land department of the Santa Fe 
Railroad Company, is missing, and it is 
now known that he is a defaulter fora 
large amount. The Santa Fé appears 
to have been particularly unfortunate 
in the way of defalcations, this being 
the fourth case in the past three or 
four years. The first case that came to 
light’ was that of Kirste, who wasa 
clerk in the ticket office, who got away 
with $1200 or $1500, was convicted 
and sent to San Quentin fora year and 
mitted suicide in San Francisco some 
months ago. Then came the cases of 
Dunn and Martin, in the freight de- 
partment, whose shortage footed up 


some $4000 to $5000, and now comes 


the case of Westbrook, whose stealings 
will probably exceed $10,000, at the 
very least, as they extend overa pe- 
— ot many months, and the work of 
investigation is necessarily slow. 

Three weeks ago last Tuesday West- 
brook failed to show up at his desk. He 
did not return to his home that night, 
and no explanation being forthcoming an 
investigation into his accounts was at 
once commenced, and it was soon dis- 
covered that Westbrook had been sys- 
tematically robbing the company for 
months. Westbrook is an expert book- 
keeper and accountant and covered his 
tracks well. 

The railroad officials, as usual in such 
cases, are very reticent, and decline to 
say anything about. the defaulter’s 
methods or to give any information as 
to the amount of the shortage, but it is 
certain to reach five figures when its 
full extent is known. 

From the time Westbrook left his 
office, Monday night, three weeks ago, 
noone hasseen him nor has a word 
been heard from him. The company at 
once put its detectives on the case, but 
so cleverly had the fugitive covered his 
tracks that not the slightest clew could 
be obtained. From some remarks let 
drop by Westbrook it was thought that 
he had gone to Nicaragua, but whether 

such is the case is not known, and, after 
waiting a week or ten days, a complaint 
was sworn out against Westbrook, 
charging him with embezzlement, and a 
warrant issued for his arrest. At this 
time the main facts of the case were 
ascertained by Tn Times, but at the 
request of the railroad officials, who 
thought the fugitive could be captured 
if the matter was kept quiet, nothing 
was said in order that they might have 
afair chance to get their man. All 
-hope of effecting his capture has, how- 
ever, been abandoned, and there is now 
no necessity for further concealment. 

Westbrook was a married man and 

left his wife and two little children, 


the eldest not yet 8 years of age and 


the other a six-months-old babe, behind 
him. He owned some property on 
Seventh street near the Westlake Park, 
where he formerly lived, but the house 
was 3 by flre some time ago, 
since which time he has been living at 
No. 1827 South Flower street. rs. 
Westbrook did what she could toward 
making the defalcation good by turning 
over what property she had to the com- 
pany. and on Saturday last left for 
chigan, where she will find a hom 
with her parents. 

It is not believed that Westbrook had 
more than a few hundred dollars when 
he left the city. He had been for some 
time past addicted to gambling, and 
the money he stole went in that way. 
He was quite well known in a number of 
the poker rooms in the city. and it is re- 
ported that he dropped quitea sum at 
the poker room in the Phillips Block, 
besides others on First and Spring 
streets. —
